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REFORMS URGED n mee 


Des Moines, Ia., July 10:—(Special. l. 
Theodore Roosevelt won an overwhetming 
victory in Dowa today. The Taft edminis- 
tration and the managers of the recent na- 
tional convention at Chicago were as dé- 
cistvely rebuked dy the Republican state 
convention. 

Republicans of lowe were left free to vote 
tor either President Taft or Col. Noosevelt 
next November by the action of the delegates. 
The matter was left to the “ individual con- 
science of the voter,“ and the platform, con- 
taining a direct attack upon the legality of 
the Chicago convention, wae adopted by an 
overwhelming vote 

The progressives dominated the convention 
from the beginning to the end. Despite a 
hard sttuggie, led by Gov. B. F. Carrol, a 
Taft adherent, to secure the indorsement of 
the national platform. the amendment of- 
fered by the Iowa executive containing this 
indorsement was laid on the table by a vote 
of 778 to 342. 

A demonstration lasting twenty minutes 
followed the first mention of Roosevelt's 
name in the convention.

District conventions wit be hele ‘at the 
same time ag the state convention. In addi+ 
tion to naming delegates to Chicago and 
organizing a permanent state committee, the 
state convention will choose electors for the 
third party ticket. 

A provisional state central committee was 
selected, the members of which will iseue 
calle for county mass conventions. Judge 
John IL. Stevens of Boone, provisional na- 
tional committeeman for the third party, 
presided over the meeting, which was largely 
attended, and in which the members were 
enthusiastic for Roosevelt. 


Verdict on Chicago Meeting. 
The plank of the platform adopted by the 
State convention relating to the Chicago 
convention follows: 
‘The Republicans of Iowa belféve tn the 
rule of the people. We believe that the 
. popular: will, when fairly expressed in 
convention or primary, should be faith- 
fully observed. Grave and serious 
abuses of the convention and caucus te- 
tem of nominating. our national candi- 
dates have brought the party to a con- 
dition in ‘which great numbers et our 
loyal adherents question the integrity 
of thé nominations made by our national 
convention. - However, We urge upon 
@yery Republican to stand loyally by 
a of the party nominations made in the 
Kate, in districta, and in counties, leav- 
ing to his individual constience the con- 
troversy over the national nominations. 


Says ‘“‘Roorevelt” ; Outburst Starts. 

The Roosevelt outburst, which éclipsed 
anything else in the convention, was brought 
about inadvertently by Gov. Carroll. The 
governor had presented the minority reso- 
hution® report, which, in addition to the na- 
tional platform matter, asked for the elim- 
ination from the majority platform of the 
plank condemning the Chicago convention as 
fraudulentiy made up. 

The governor declared that the national 
platform was not tainted,” but had been 
adopted at Chicago by a large majority, not 
including the contested delegates, and that 
this was done with the help of such pro- 
gressives as Borah, Madley, and Cummins 
dele gates.“

the delegatés were aligned with Taft or 
Roosevelt.

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SCHOOLROOM VENTILATION. | 
CHOOLS are usually well lighted 
but poorly ventilated. In fact, they 
usually suffer from too much, rath- 
er than toa little, light. Nor have 
I ever been able to see much dan- 
ger from schoolroom dust. But, when it 
comes to ventilation, including regulation 
of temperature and moisture, conditions 
are bad. They are unfit for grown people 
to stay in, to say nothing of children, It 
is the fault of ventilation méthods, which 
are overdeveloped on their mechanical 
side. They are 80 bad hygienically be- 
cause they are so good mechanically. 
Why? | 
All school ventilation by a mechanical 
system is based on the idea that the car- 
bonic acid gas of a room is polsonous and 
we must add enough diluting air to keep 
its percentage down. We know now that 
carbonic acid gas is nearly harmless. Rose- 
nau has shown that there are harmful 
chemicals in air that has been breathed, 
but not even this alters the opinion that 
the proper plan is to remove and not 
ute. 


—~ 
A ventilation system which fs based on 
the dilution of breathed air is inefficient 
‘and, at the same time, expensive. It is 
wasteful because it requires 2,000 cubic 
feet per person per hour, 
perature is kept down, the humidity up, 


time, a much less quantity gives muen 
better results. I hope some of the school 
administrators now in Chicago will read 
this statement. 

Mechanical systems are faulty for a see 
ond reason. The air is too still and too 
uniform in temperature. Hill proved that 
still air is harmful; Pflugge’s pupils that 
air uniform in temperature is harmful. 

The teacher can watch the temperature 
and humidity of the room ‘with profit to 
herself and with no material inerease in 
her trouble. Let there be à wet and dry 
bulb thefinpmety in each schoolroom. 
Make it the duty of owe sttident to make 
an hourly reading of each. From these 
readings the humidity can be determined 
by the chart, which is a part of the hy- 
grometer equipment, The temperature of 
the schoolroom must not be allowed to rise 
above 70. The humidity must not be al- 
lowed to fall below 50.

He eventially sold 
it kor over $1,000,000 to the present chief 
of the Webster family, Bir Augustus, eighth 
baronet of his line, who was enabled to 
purchase it by his marriage to the heiress of 
Henry Crossley of Halifax, chief of a great 
carpet manufacturing firm, subject, however, 
to the lease of Whael Grace, who had rent- 
ed it from Capt. Forester.

“THE TRIBUNE” IN THE 00s. 


Chicago, July 10.~[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In the article relating to the organization 
of the Republican party in Illinois and tho 
connection of TA TRIBUNE and its répre- 
sentatives, with that event as contributed by 
the undersigned aud published in Tae Tris- 
Unt of the 8th inst., after speaking of the 


position of editor in chief in 1868, the state- 
ment is made that he [Ray] was succeeded 
by Horace White. „Mr. Medill in the 
meantime occupying the position of general 
business manager, besides performing édi- 
torial service.” 

As this contains a somewhat erroneous and 
imperfect statement of conditions during 
that period, I take the privilege of furnishing 
in correction the following quotation, taken 
[verbatim] from an article on TRIBUNE his- 
tory, as prepared by myself and published 
as a,part of the ‘jubilee edition” of the 
paper on June 11, 1897: 


Mr. Medill oceupted the position of editor tn chief 


from the retirement of Dr. Ray in November, 1863, . 


until Aug. 1, 1866, when he gave place to Horace 
White, his (Medin' administration covering the 
last two years of the war and the first year of the 
period of reconstruction, In 1869 he was chosen a 
delegate to the state constitutional convention, 
Which framed the constitution of 1870; was ap- 
pointed by President Grant in 1871 a member of 
the first civil service commission, and in Novem* 
ber of, the same year (a few weeks after the great 
fire) wae elected mayor of Chicago, but resigned 
before the close of his term and spent the following 
year in foreign trayel, chiefly in Europe. 

The administration of Horace White continued 
from August, 1666, to Getober, 1874. 

It is but pertinent to say that in 1872 under 
the management of Mr. White the paper be- 
came Liberal Republican, supporting Horace 
Greeley for president. About the time of 
Mr. Medill’s return from Europe he ob- 
tained a controlling interest in the paper, 
immediately assumed the position ot editor 
in chief, and in the first issue under the 
new administration made the following an- 
nouncement of the future policy of the pa- 

The “ Tribune ’’ hereafter will be, as it formerly 
wan under my direction, an independent Repubdlic- 
an journal. It will be thé organ of fo man, how- 
ever high; no. clique or ting, however influential; 
or faction, however fanatical or demonstra! e. 
Looking at the Individual composition of 
the two parties . and at their respective rec- 
ords ahd underlyité principles, I cannot hesitate 
to givé decided preference to the Republican party. 
Hence The Tribune will be conducted as a Re- 
publican journal. 

As the matter here quoted and other state- 
ments made were published while Mr. Medill 
was Hving, and as I had reason to believe 
met his approval, they may be safely 
accepted as true history, They do not, how- 
ever, modify or change any statement made 
in the previous article of July as to the 
relation of Tun TRIBUNE and its representa- 
tives with the organization and early his- 
tory of the Republican party.

Cold Summer Drinks. 


HERE is a sort of skill or genius in the 
mixing of cold drinks that is, or ‘is not, 
born with one. Skill may increase with 
practice, is bound to do so, but the nat- 
ural gift can but with difficulty be imi- 

tated. Following are some recipes for summer 
drinks: 

Gotham Fruit Punch— Peel twelve lemons very 
thin, squ¢eze the juice over the peel, and let it 
stand for two hours. Then add two cupfuls 
of sugar, one cupful of raspberry. sirup. Pare 
a tipe pineapple, shred it finely, and mix with 
one cup of sugar. Then strain the lemon juice 
through a coarse sieve, and then the pineapple, 
Mix all together, and add three quarts or twelve 
cupfuls of cold water, and serve with a piece 
of fruit in each glass. Carbonated water may 
be advantageously substituted for plain. water.

White Egg Nog— For six persons, squeeze the 
juice of six oranges and add the juice of one 
lemon with sugar to taste. Allow it to chill 
until it is ice cold, then add, very gradually, 
three tablespoons of any preferred ‘fruit sirup 
(strawberry, raspberry, and currant giving ex- 
cellent results), the stiff whites of four eggs, 
and about four cupfuls of iced carbonated 
water. Beat this together lightly and serve 
very cold in glasses that have been frosted with 
a little white of egg and confectioner’s sugar. 

Laureate Mint Punch—Put into a punch bowl 
two cupfuls of granulated sugar, the juice of 
twelve lemons, and thin peeled slices of six 
lemons. Set it aside to chill. When ready. 
to serve add four cupfuls of. finely powdered 
ice and a dozen sprays of mint, pour in six 
bottles of ginger ale, and stir well,

‘Minneapolis flour millers and a number ot 
western rallroade may fate criminal prose- 
cutlon for rebating by ‘the federal’ govern- 
ment dt a near date. f 

Signs of rebating were discovered, it was 

said, by the interstate commerce commission 
in its investigation into the complaint made 
by the board of trade of Chicago. The com- 
plaint charges the railroads with diecrimina- 
tion in favor of Minneapolis millers in the 
rate of wheat from Minneapolis to Chicago. 
The hearing on the complaint was begun yes- 
terday at the federal building before Exam- 
iner George P. Boyle. 
It was said the commission at the con- 
clusion of the present hearing may recom- 
mend that the attorney general start orim- 
inal prosecutions against the parties con- 
cerned. 


They Pay 74 Cents, Chicago 10 Cents. 

Chicago wheat dealers said a T% cent rate 
enjoyed by the Minneapolis traders on wheat 
to Chicago is a gross discrimination against 
the Chicago dealers who pay a 10 cent 
rate. 

The rate supplied Minneapolis flour mill- 
ers is a “transit ’* proposition permitting 
them to purchase wheat from the west, un- 
load it at Minneapolis for milling, and then 
reship the flour direct to Chicago from 
Minneapolis at 7% cents a hundred pounds. 

Rebating has been discovered, it was as- 
serted, in that the Minneapolis millers have 
been mixing wheat from a section which is 
under the 7% cent rate with material from 
sections not under the law rate. This, i 
ig asserted, is a direct violation of the m- 
terstate commerce act. 


Millers Here Handicapped. 

The discrimination charged by the board 
of trade of Chicago puts local millera, it is 
asserted, at a great disadvantage in com- 
peting with Minneapolis flour. 

W. M. Hopkins, traffic manager for the 
Chicago board of trade, was the main wit- 
ness before Examiner Boyle. His testimony 
consumed almost the entire session. 

We, in Chicago, are put to a great die- 
advantege,”’ he testified, in competing 
with, Minneapolis, The difference of 2% 
cents per hundred pounds causes an in- 
crease in the cost of making flour in Chi- 
cago of 5 cents a barrel as compared with 
Minneapolis millers. This is a margin 
great enough to cause us en lose Many con- 
tracts.“ 


Here Is Opposition. fe 
The opposition consists of representa- 
tives of the Minneapolis Civic and Commer- 
Cial. association, the Milwaukee chamber 
of commerce, the Omaha grain exchange, 
and the Duluth board of trade. ‘The rail- 
roads against whom the complaint is di- 
rected include the Chicago and Alton, North- 
western, Rock Island, Hlinois Central, Chi- 
cago Great' Western, Minneapolis and St. 
Louis, St. Paul, the Puget Sound, and the 
Erie Western Transportation company. 


The Omaha wheat tradere assert a change in 
rate on wheat as sought by the Chicago interests 
‘Se wipe Omaha off the map as a wheat center. 

P. Trickett, leader of the Minneapolis forces, 
sales @ reduction in the wheat rate from Minne- 
apolis to Chicago is unnecessary because Chicago 
already has the advantage in through rates over 
Minneapolis.

COPPER IN BRISK RISE. 


Metal Market, However, Remains 
Sensitive with Promise of 
Speculation. 


New York, July 10.--The government crop 
report published late yesterday was used 
as a lever with which to move prices upward 
in the early part of today’s stock market 
session. 

The returns seemed to convey the impres- 
sion that the more important cereals prom- 
ised exceedingly well and it was generally 
assumed that further improvement has set 
in since the official figures were compiled. 

There also was a brisk rise in Amalgamat- 
ed Copper, based in a measure in improved 
copper conditions abroad, but the metal mar- 
ket remains exceedingly sensitive, with indt- 
cations of a widely extended speculation. 

Sales of copper were reported here today 
at around 17 cents; which allows for a good 
margin of profit, but suggests the idea that 
concessions are being made at every reasou- 
able opportunity. 


Steel Report a Feature. 

One of the few important features of the 
day was the publication of the United States 
Steel corporation’s statement of unfilled ton- 
nage on hand June 30. This showed an in- 
crease of 536.368 tons over the preceding 
month, the grand total being 5,807,846 tons, 
a figure which only once has been exceeded in 


almost three years. 

Trading in Steel was relatively large ,and its 
undertone was strong at the outset, but later all 
leading issues sold off precipitately, lowest prices 
being registered in the last hour to the accompani- 
ment of considerable activity. 

Board room goseip attributed much of the sell- 
ing to out of town sourcea, chiefly Boston, and 
was inclined to regard the movement as in the 
nature of a bear drive. 


London Money Firmer. 


London, where money and discounts were firmer, 
was not a factor here, trading for that account 
not exceeding a few thousand shares, albeit on the 
Selling side.

COKE SITUATION EASIER. 


High Price of Fuel Holds Back Fur- 
maces Ready to Blow In. 


New York, ne ements a }~—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

“The first ten days of the e 
the year have borne out the general ex- 
pectation of a marked shrinkage in iron anf 
steel orders in July and August. 

Many consumers of steel products having 
entered definite specifications for all the low 
priced material taken at prices $1 to $3 a 
ton below the present level will have only a 
casual interest in the market for several 
months. 

The steel corporation's statement of un- 
filled orders at the end of June, given out 
July 10, shows a total of 5,807,346 tons, 
against 5,750,983 tons on May AM., an increase . 
of 56,366 tons. 


Tonnage Increase Unexpected. 

“It should be borne in mind that the very 
heavy specifications in June could not affect 
this statement, which deals with new busi- 
ness as represented by contracts entered into 
in that month. The increase is unexpected 
and the total is the largest since that at 
the close of 1000, which was 5,927,061 tons 
“The high price agked for coke has no doubt 
held back furnaces that are ready to blow & 
But the coke situation is working easier. 

“ Foundry iron markets present some cross cur- 
rents. Dastem producers have been able to es- 
tablish an advance, and southern furnaces have 


realized higher prices for certain trone wanted 
fer usual mixtures. 


No Premium on Sheet Bars. 


In semi-finiehed steel it is noteworthy that 
the wants of sheet and tin plate mills are better 
taken care of, and that no premiums are offered 
for prompt delivery of sheet bara, though there 
was little of this at any time. 

* Intimations of stil bigher prices for the 
heavier forms of finished material are not well 
founded. Two minor advances in other lines have 
been made in the last week. 

The wrought steel pipe trade has established 
the recent advance of $2 a ton on 7 inch pipe and 
larger, following the early June advance in 
smaller sises. In iron pipe aleo a general advance 
of $2 has been effected. 

A feature of the export steel trade is the larger 
participation of independent steal companies. An 
interesting negotiation is for 50,000 tone of plates 
between one of theee companies and a large Scotch 
shipyard.”’ 


IN FOREIGN STOCK MARKETS.
